CIRCUMSTANTIAL 
EVIDENCE TOPIC 


Attorney ae Makes Interest- | 
ing Talk—Two Kinds of 
Evidence Compared 





A most interesting comparison 
of the weakness and strength of 
circumstantial evidence with direct 


evidence was made by Attorney 
Edward E. Gray today noon at the 
meeting of the Upland Rotary} 
club at the Upland Inn. The 
speaker pointed out that direct evi- 


dence is that when a circumstance 
or act is actually seen, whereas 
circumstantial evidence may be a 
| chain of circumstances from which 


a main fact may be inferred. He 
related cases demonstrating his 
points—and stated that many in- 


|nocent men have been hanged on 
both circumstantial and direct evi- 
dence. However, stated Mr. Gray, 
there is little chance of a person 
being unjustly convicted if the jury 
will follow instructions of the 
judge, which always impress upon 
the jury that should the slightest 
doubt exist as to guilt after hear- 
ing the evidence and instructions 
the prisoner should be released. 
Mr. Gray stated that because of 
the swift trials in England and 
Canada, there are more innocent 
men convicted than in this coun- 
try. He pointed out that rarely 


is a conviction secured as the re- 


sult of circumstantial evidence 
| alone.

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What Corn Has Been Up Against 


There are a great many California residents who came from | 
the middle west and they are intensely interested in Conditions 
“‘hack home.’’ Many in Upland and vicinity are from Towa, 
‘the tall corn state,’ or from some state in that immediate 
vicinity. Corn is the main agricultural crop in lowa, although 
smaller grains and hay are also important. So far as we have 
ever heard—and we lived in lowa and Missouri all our life 
before coming to California—-the good old state of Iowa has| 
never had a total crop failure. Every ‘‘bad year”’ there is al- 
ways more than the pessimists predict. 

Some years Iowa is hit pretty hard by drought—and this | 
year is one of them. A writer in the Cedar Rapids, lowa, Ga- | 
zette comments most interestingly on crop conditions there this | 
summer. He emphasizes the point that in growing a corn erop | 
the experience of one year cannot be trusted as a guide for the 
next vear. ““Not even over a period of years, 
experience trustworthy because every season brings a different | 
combination of circumstances.
